A. Mitchell Palmer, New Custo- 
dian, to Invest Money and Cred- 
its Held for Aliens-in Bonds. 


WASHINGTON, Oct.  23.—Sub- 
scription.to many millions of dollars 
worth of Liberty Bonds will be one 
of the first official acts of A. Mitch- 
ell Palmer, newly appointed custodl- 
an of enemy property. On assuming 
his duties today, Palmer found scores 
of letters reporting money, credits or 
other property, held by American in- 
terests for alien enemies. These will 
be tabulated and a Liberty Loan sub- 
scription made for a ‘sum probably 
much in excess of the actual amount 
reported, in anticipation of later re- 
ports. 

Many officials estimate that enemy 
property subject to control of the 
Government custodian amounts to 
hundreds of millions of dollars.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The 
Navy Department has made public 
the full report from Vice Admiral 
Sims of the encounter of the Amer- 
ican destroyer Cassin with a German 
submarine in the war zone Oct. 16.. 
Coolness and quick maneuvering of 
Commander Walter H. Vernou prob- 
ably saved the ship from destruc- 
tion. | 

Admiral Sims also commended 
Lieuts. MacLaran, Saunders and Par- 
kinson for their ingenuity in effect-. 
ing repairs and for their coolness and | 
efficient work. Many of the ship’s | 
enlisted personnel also were cited by 
the Admiral for coolness and quali- 
ties of leadership. 

Department’s Announcement. | 

The Navy Department made this | 
official announcement: | 

“The destroyer recently mentioned | 
in dispatches made public as being | 
injured by a torpedo was the U. S. S. | 


W. N. Vernou; executive -officer, 
Lieut. J. W. MacLaran; Junior offi- |

“While this vessel was on, her pa- | 
trol station, a submarine was sighted 
on the surface at about five miles | 
distant. The Cassin immediately | 
proceeded at full speed toward the | 
submarine, with her crew at their 
Stations. She searched the area for | 
about 30 minutes, zigzagging back | 
and forth, when the commanding of- | 
ficer, Commander Vernou, sighted a. 
torpedo running at high speed near | 
the surface about 400 yards away, 
headed to strike the Cassin amidship. | 

“Realizing the situation, the com- | 
manding officer rang for emergency 
full speed ahead on both engines, put 


‘the rudder hard over and was just, 


clear of the torpedo’s course when it 
broached the surface, turned sharply | 
toward the vessel and struck the 
stern of the Cassin. 

Engine Was Disabled. 

“Fortunately only one engine was 
disabled, thereby permitting the de-| 
stroyer to remain under way, cir-. 
cling in search of the submarine. | 

“After an hour the submarine ex- 
posed its conning tower long enough | 
for the Cassin to fire four shots. Two) 
of the shots fell so close to the sub- | 
marine that it was forced to sub-'! 
merge immediately and was ndt seen | 
again. The Cassin continued to/'| 
search until dark, when, having been | 
joined by other British and Amer-| 
ican patrol vessels, she was taken | 
safely into port. | 

“Vice Admiral Sims states that! 
the behavior of the officers and the | 
entire crew was admirable. There | 
was no excitement on board, the| 
men remaining quietly-at their bat- | 
tle stations throughout the night ex- | 
cept when called to other duties. He} 
commends the British navy for the’ 
prompt and efficient assistance ren- | 
dered the Cassin. 

“Admiral Sims gives special credit | 
to Commander Vernou for his vigi-| 
lance and prompt action, which prob- 
ably saved the Cassin from total loss. 
He also commends Lieuts. MacLaran, 
Saunders and Parkinson for their in- | 
genuity in effecting temporary re- 
pairs and for their coolness and)

FIGHT ON SOGIAL EVIL 


Asks Surgeons to Help Safeguard 
Army and Navy Against 
Its Diseases. 


for Armenian and Syrian Relief, 


“The House 


CHICAGO, Oct. 23.—Secretary 
Daniels of the Navy, in an address 
here last night before the Clinical 
Congress of Surgeons of North 
American, appealed to the medica) 
profession ‘‘to end the false double 
standard that decreases military ef- 
fectiveness.”” The Secretary dealt 
frankly and boldly with the social 
evil. 

“The navy suffers likewise, and 
business halts because venereal 
diseases destroy the manhood of 
workmen and fighters,” he said. 
“During the last. statistical year 
men of the American navy lost 
141,378 days’ sickness from a small 
group of absolutely. preventable 
diseases, or, rather, diseases con- 
tracted by sin. This means that 
every day throughout the year there 
were 346 men disabled by this dis- 
graceful malady. Add to that num- 
ber those required to care for the 
disabled and we have enough men 
on the non-effective list each day 
to man a modern battleship. And this 
does not count those who, when dis- 
eased, were not disabled, or the evil 
of the loathing danger of contagion 
to the clean members of the crew. 

What Health Records Show. 


“In the navy in 1915 there were | 
admitted for treatment for venerea! 
diseases 112 persons in every 100», 
and in thé army 84 for every 1000. 
the number in the army having de- 
creased from 145 to the 1000 after 
the passage of an act stopping the 
pay of all soldiers admitted for 
treatment for a venereal disease. 
The new navy law stops the pay of 
men so afflicted, and will probably 
reduce the number to the army 
ratio. Fut these figures show a con- 
dition of immorality upon the part | 
of the minority in both arms of the | 
service that challenges the thought | 
of the authorities. | | 

“In civil life, the number afflicted | 
is quite as large proportionately as| 
in the military service. It has been 
printed that Hecht of Vienna stated 
that at one time the equivalent of 
three entire Austrian divisions of 
60,000 men was under treatment for 
venereal disease, while the German 
army in Belgium, representing only 
a small part of the total German 
forces, is reported during the first 
five months of its occupation to have 
furnished 35,000 such patients. Ca- 
nadian and Australian officers have 
deplored the ravages of this disease. 
The late figures from the British 
army gave 78,000 cases, and all other 
countries also have been weakened. 


Subtiest Foe of Humanity. 

“Sir William Osler places these in- 
fectious diseases at the top as a men- 
ace in war and in peace. The time 
has come to realize that the subtlest 
foe of humanity must be conquered, 
and it cannot be conquered by deny- 
ing its existence, saying it is a neces- 
sary evil, or applying palliatives. I: 
is deadlier than smallpox, or cancer, 
or tuberculosis. A Canadian author- 
ity says “Its ravages today are more 
terrible for Britain and Canada than 
Vimy Ridge, the Somme and Lens.’ 

“The remedy? There is but one— 
continence. It must be preached in 
the home, in the school, fn the marts 
of trade, in the pulpit, and in military 
camps, and among shipmates afloat. 
The eradication of the evil effects 
must be thorough, but the teacher 
who will be heard and heeded when 
the teachings of all others will fall on 
deaf ears is the word of authority 
from the medical profession. Young 
men expect ministers of the gospel! 
to call them to clean living. The 
preacher seeks to save their souls, 
and too many uths hardly realize 
they have a soul. But they know 
they have bodies and the doctor is 
the man to whom they trust the 
| treatment of their bodies. When he 
preaches continence as the only rule 
of life to young men, and points out 
the dire penalty for lapses, his words 
have a weight no other admonition 
possesses. 

Duty of Medical Profession. 

“You gentlemen of the medical 
profession deal with life and death. 
You bring the bodies into the world 
'and you close the eyes of the dead. 
| Yours is the ministering function, 
' the intimate touch, and out of such 
relation you can enjoy an amazing 
power of suggestion. It is this power 
that America calls upon you to use. 
Tell cur youths the truth. It is a 
duty laid upon you, not by the moral 
law alone,. but by the law of self- 
preservation that operates in nations 
as well as individuals. That duty is 
imperative upon you now, as never 
before.

M'CULLOCH TO PASS ON 


ments Before Aldermanic 
Committee. 


Richard McCulloch, president of 
the United Railways, will appear be- 


Committee tonight to express his 
views regarding «the amendments 
which have been suggested to “Ordi- 
nance No. 2,” one of two bills being 
considered as the basis of a compro- 
mise of differences between the city 
and the company. 

The committee . has _ tentatively 
agreed te abolish the tax of 1 mill 
for each revenue passenger, now 
j levied on the income of the United 
Railways, and to replace it with a 
tax of 3 per cent on the gross re.- 
ceipts, merging into a graduated 
tax on the net earnings above 7 per 
cent. The term of the new fran- 
chise, the committec has announced, 
will be 30 years, instead of 50 years, 
as was contemplated in both the 
pending bills. 

McCulloch will be requested to in- 
dicate whether these changes from 
“Ordinance No. 2,” in the provisions 
of which the company concurred, will 
be satisfactory, If the amendments 
are acceptable to the company, the 
Public Utilities Committee will adopt 
them as conditions of the proposed 
new ordinance and conduct one or 
more public hearings at which indi- 
viduals and organizations may ex- 
press their views. 

Mayor Kiel 
have predicted that the Public Util- 
ities Committee, after making a show 
of radical changes in “Ordinance No. 
2,’ will adopt it, at least substan- 
tially. 

The tax of 3 per cent on the cor 
pany’s gross saeakbtal with an addi- 
tional tax.on its net earnings above 
7 per cent on a valuation of $60.- 
000,000, is practically what is pro- 
vided in “Ordinance No. 2,” which 
makes the levy 3 per cent flat on 
the gross revenues. It is pointed out 
at the city hall that no one is san- 
guine enough to expect there ever 
will be any net earnings above 7 per 
cent. 

The committee's action in recom- 
mending a 30-year term instead ofa 
it is expected, 
will not be disappointing to the 
United Railways, which originally 
asked for nothing more than the 
“recognition” of its present fran- 
chises until 1948, the date of expira- 
tion fixed in the Central Traction or. 
dinance of 1898. 

There was no request from the 
company, at the time of its formal 
appeal to the city a year ago, for 
<bolition of the mill tax, but merely 
for “some réwef.”” City Officials, in- 
cluding members of the Public Utili- 
ties Committee, advocated the elim- 
ination of the mill tax.

So you see that any saving on new capital that the City 
can help us make by confirming or extending our permits for a reason- 
able term of years means money in the public’s pocket but not in ours. 


‘Franchises having no longer any money value to utility 
companies in this State, it is unjust for City Governments, 
and useless for anybody else, to ask such companies to pay 
money for them. 
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City Governments may continue to levy taxes on franchise 
values, every dollar of which the State confiscated in 1913, and courts : 
MAY justify such taxes on one technicality or another. 


But so long as this is done,—so long as street railways 
are made to pay double taxation,— just so long will they be unable to 
satisfy the public’s demand for increased and improved service.

A MUNICIPAL BRIDGE SOLUTIO around $4,000,000 in all. 


It is not to be expected that the railroad man- 
agers, whose roads are interested in the bridge 
and terminal properties of the Terminal Associa- 
tion, will jump at the proposal that they make 
use of the municipal bridge. 

Despite the breaking of the bridge and termi- 
nal monopoly, t#e St. Louis roads by means of 
the terminal charge, mainly on coal, are able to 
shift the cost of maintaining their bridges and 
terminals on St. Louis traffic. It is not easy to get 
railroads to give up revenue merely as a matter 
of justice or favor. 

The railroads, however, are always open, to 
business proposals. It may be that with the mu- 
nicipal bridge as a basis the city could make an 
advantageous arrangement with the railroads. 

While railroad men say that the bridge facil- 
so| ities are sufficient for railroad needs, yet the 
municipal bridge by reason of its location and 
open short reute to the Mill Creek valley and 
Union Station, offers special advantage to some 
of the roads at least. 

As railroads now using the Eads or Merchants 
bridge may find advantage in using the munic- 
ipal bridge on fair terms, so there is advantage 
for St. Louis in the use of the Eads bridge. 
Beneficial ends for Sst.° Louis might be 
served by an arrangement with the railroads 
which would give St. Louis practical control of 
the Eads bridge and tunnel. These are: 

1. The opening of the free vehicle viaduct be- 
tween St. Louis and East St. Louis in the heart 
of the business district. 

2. The use of the tunnel as an underground 
terminal for interurban traffic. 

The only way in which we will ever solve our 
interurban loop and terminal problem satisfac- 
torily is by a subway system. The railway tracks 
and Eads bridge should be utilized for trolleys 
and the trolley tracks on the municipal bridge 
should connect with the system.

14 TO SERVE 198 YEARS. 

In the trial of criminal cases growing out of 
the East St. Louis riots a serious and de- 
termined purpose is revealed, rivaling that of 
the grand jury which investigated 
plorable acts of violence. 

Two;trials in which white men were defendants 
have now been concluded. Each resulted in the 
conviction of two men. Of the four found guilty 
two were sentenced to 15 and two to 14 years’ 
In a previous trial 10 negroes 
were convicted of responsibility for the tragic 
happenings assigned by the mob as the excuse 
and provocation for its destructive work. 
14 persons have been convicted, who have been 
sentenced to a total of 198 years’ imprisonment. 
More than 70 remain to be tried, but the outcome 
of the trials to date makes it probable that not 
a few of these will plead guilty. 

In the complicated machinery of justice, results 
depend on the workings of many different forces. 
The effective co-operation that has brought about 
the success recorded in these trials is a subject 
of public congratulation.

Lithography Came 100 Years 
Ago. 


HE art of lithography was intro- 
duced into America by Henry 
Inman, a distinguished portrait 
painter, who was born in Utica, N. 
Y., 114 years ago, Oct. 20, 1803. 
Lithography, the art of producing 
designs upon stone, and transferring 
them to paper, was invented toward 
the close of the eighteenth century 
by Aloys Senefelder, a Bavarian. The 
process was suggested to him by his 
having casually made for his mother 
a memorandum of ‘clothes to be sent. 
to the washerwoman by writing upon 
a slab of stone, which he intended to 
copy. It occurred to him to try the 
effect of applying printer’s ink to the 
lines on the stone and thus taking an 
impression, and from this crude be- 
ginning, he developed the idea of 
lithography. In 1796 he succeeded in 
printing a piece of music from the 
lines drawn in slight relief. Sene- 
felder patented this process in sev- 
eral of the German states. Lithog- 
raphy was introduced into Italy and 
England in 1807, and into France in 
1814, but it was not until about 10 
years later. that the process was util- 
ized in America.

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Chinese Hold the Honor 


of Inventing Wallpaper 


MONG many other useful and 
A beautiful things for which we 

are indebted to the Chinese 
wall paper is not the least. This 
decorative paper for walls seems to 
have first appeared in Europe toward 
the end of the seventeenth century. 
It was brought to France by over- 
seas traders, and the French immedi- 
ately perceived the possibilities thus 
offered. The paper did not come in 
rolls, as we have today, but in sheets 
about 3% feet wide by 10 feet in 
length. Some of the finest grades 
were printed by hand, and the cheap- 
er grades from wooden blocks. The 
patterns represented animals, tem- 
ples, warriors and all the other fa- 
miliar figures of Chinese art. The 
French called these new wall cover- 
ings “pagoda papers,” and it soon 
became the fashion to have at least 
one or two rooms in every home of 
any pretensions finished with “pa- 
goda papers.” 

Throughout the eighteenth century 
the custom gradually spread. Both 
in France and England there were 
adaptations of the Chinese idea. 
There is a record of wall paper in 
England as far back as the time of 
Henry VIII, when the inventory of a 
monastery included “chamber hang- 
ings of painted papers.” There is 
now in existence examples of English 
wall paper from the reign of Charles 
II. 
Some of the early attempts in the 
manufacture of wall paper are highly 
interesting. Tapestries were the ele- 
gant wall coverings through the 
Renaissance, as they had been during 
the Middle Ages. But tapestries 
were expensive and beyond the reach 
of ordinary persons. So a good citi- 
zen of Rouen named Le Francois hi’ 
upon the idea of imitating tapestries 
He had afnciful drawings made in 
the tapestry style on large pieces of 
paper Ufiasted together in about the 
size ofpe,fapestry. Upon these draw- 
ings J rancois spread « kind of 
mucilage, and then sprinkled the 
mucilage with powdered wool in dif- 
ferent colors. ‘Papier volute,” as it 
was called, came into general usage. 

A similar attempt was made in 
England not long afterward, with 
some succass. By degrees the French 
gave up “papier volute” and the En- 
glish adopted it. The French were 
moving to a better substitute for the 
tapestry. Many noted artists fur- 
nished designs for the finer class of 
papers, among whom was the great 
Watteau. The French came to have 
almost a monopoly upon the manu- 
facture of fine wall papers. They 
continued to follow the Chinese 
method of making their product in 
sheets. Revillon, a Paris manufac- 
turer of the Revolutionary period, is 
sald to have first succeeded in de-

There has been much discussion as 
to whether the Chinese, Persians or 
Egyptians invented scenic papers for 
wall decorations. The weight of evi- 
dence would seem to be with the 
Chinese, although many races of men 
have attempted to beautify thelr 
homes by some such method. In old 
Egypt and other North African em- 
pires long since passed, wall decora- 
tions, paintings, drawings and so on 
were common. In Rome and Greece 
the art flourished. There are num- 
bers of excellent examples from that 
period, Greek frescoes having beconie 
famous. The use of tapestries dis- 
placed the general practice of paint- 
ing interior walls, and now wall 
paper covers the homes of most civ- 
ilized men. It is an economical and 
attractive combination of the best in 
both of the older arts.
